The QSL Inwards Bureau service 
provided by officers of IRTS is primarily a service for members. However, in 
accordance with the recommendation from IARU, non-members can avail of this 
service by making arrangements with the relevant QSL Sub-Manager. Under these 
arrangements, the non-member would be required to provide envelopes along with 
appropriate postage costs to the QSL Sub-Manager.
